The Whisky Trust Will Fight Outsiders 
im the Future. 

Peoria, III., Oct. 4.—The abolition of the

THE ASSAULT.

WHITELY’S CONDITION. 
Whitely was feeling well enough in the 
morning to go to his home by himself ona 
streetcar. Arriving home he soon Degan to 
feel the effects of a severe nervous shock and 


his father had him at once taken to Dr. But- 
ton’s office, 1508 Tower Grove avenue. 
Dr. Button made an examinativn of 
the patient and prorgounced him suffering 
from concusions ofthe brain, dus to a nerv 
ous shock. Wulle the @xamioation was bDe- 
ing made young Whitely lapsed into uacon- 
sciousness and an ambulance had to De 
called to convey him to the homeof his 
parents. Although the young man 
remained in this condition tor 
uite * long time r. Button 
eclared that he did not think his condition 
in any way dangerous. 

Whitely’s father reported the facts to the 
police at the Tower Grove Station, and upon 
his statementgOMicers Carey and Hussy went 
to Judy’s residence and placed him 
under arrest.

NEAR NINGPO. 


Japanese Warships Lying Off the East 
Coast of China. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 4.—Five Japanese war- 
ships are reported lying off the Ohusan Is!- 
ands, fifty miles from. Ningpo. The war- 
ships bave no transports with them. The 
128 of these ships has caused a panic at 
Ingpo as the few Chinese warships on the 
coast are obsolete and almost worthless. 
The Obusan Islands are situated fifty miles 
northeast of Ningpo. om the east coast of 
China, Province of Ohe Kiang, on the Estu- 
ary of the Tsein Tang; Kiang. Ningpo is a 
peek open to foreign trade in the Province of 
he i Its 7 age apne is wariously es- 
timated from 12, to 500,000. The city 16 
thirty-seven miles in circumference and is 
inclosed in walls twenty-five feet high.

SENT FOR THE LATTER FOR HUSSEY 
TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 


Mrs. Moran Sent Word. However, That 
She Could Kot Meet Him That Day 
Threats Moran Is Alleged to Mave 
Made Ageinst Hussey—Inquiry Laid 
Over for Additional Evidence. 


After a two hours’ session, from 10 a. m. 
until 12 o’clock, Coroner Frank adjourned, 
for the day, the Inquest in the case of George 
W. Hussey,

NO PROTECTION FOR LIFE. 

Two children were killed yesterday and 
another was injured, barely escaping 
death, by electric cars on the Scullin lines. 
Whether these accidents were avoidable 
under the conditions of rapid. transit in 
this city or not can only be determined 
by investigation. 

Two deaths in one day, however, added 
to the record of casualties which our 
electric lines have made, call serious at- 
tention to the conditions of rapid transit. 
When the employes of électric lines in- 
variably finda shield from all responsi- 
bility in the plea that accidents are un- 
avoidable under the circumstances, it is 
time to ask whether the companies take 
proper precautions to guard against ac- 
cidents, 

The unfavorable answer to this question 
is not only found in the deadly work of the 
care, butitis patent to the eyes of all 

Dangerous crossings, where several lines 
concentrate, are unguarded, Nota line is 
compelled to place life guards on the cars. 
The avoidance of accidentsis left wholly 
to the alertness and discretion of em- 
ployes. Their responsibility is not de- 
creased by a single precaution. The com- 
panies are permitted to trust to luck and 
the judgment and quickness of motorneers 
and conductors for the safety of the public. 
The use of guards on the cars, which 
have elsewhere proved of great value in 
saving the lives and limbs of persons 
struck byeelectric cars, should be com- 
pelled by law. Guards at all crossings of 
lines on down-town streets should be com- 
pulsory. No precaution for the protec- 
tion of peopie on the streets which intelli- 
gent care can suggest should be neglected. 
The street car companies of this city

We print a Forum““ letter criticising

In order 
to give travelers free passage to and from 
the car seats they have paid for it is nec- 
essary to close the train gates against the 
crowds whose presence within them can 
only be a hindrance and discomfort to 
the traveling public.

A person helping a woman or an 
invalid to or from a car should be able to 
procure, without delay or inconvenience, a 
gate pass to any incoming or outgoing 
train.
